Mr. Carey reported that it was his impression that the staff of the 
Task Force had a definite impression that the attrition rate in CIA was ex- 
tremely high. He also had a definite impression that they had serious res- 
ervations about the polygraph program and would want to look into it thor- 
oughly at the appropriate time. 


2. Mr. Carey distributed a memorandum which he had received from 
Colonel Miller asking for additional briefing material. It was decided that 
the DD/P and DD/A components would ignore this memorandum inasmuch as it is 
not definite as to whether Colonel Miller or Colonel Lane, or both, will 
look at the DD/A area and Colonel Lane has not asked for this inf oimation 
with regard to the DD/P area. 


3. It was emphasized to all concerned that budget and personnel data 
furnished to the Task Force should be checked with the Budget Division, Of- 
fice of the Comptroller, and the Office of Personnel to insure accuracy and 
consistency. I cautioned Mr. Carey that he should ascertain from Colonel 
Miller whether he intended to try to tie this information back into the budg- 
et and that if he did we should knew whether he was going to tie it to the 
Fiscal Year 1955 or Fiscal Year 1956 budgets. I also stated that a def ini te 
cutoff date for personnel figures should be established.
